While Mrs, Stowe has undertaken, or be.
eome involvedin,the threafold task of strength-
ening, a8 best she may, her charge against
Lord Byron, of vindieating Lady Byron's
complicity in that charge, and of extennating
her own conduct in dragging the whole noi-
some matter inte public notice, the function
of the reviewer iy of a simpler natnre, He
concerns bimself simply with a defense ol
Lord Byron—with a cumulation of evidence
in support of that defense, He is not inte-
rosted in framing sny theory which, on the
ground of hallucination or otherwise, may
supply an apology for Lady Byron's conduct;
it 19 not for 11im to reconcile or account for
discrepancies or inconsistencies in hor careor;
still less has he to stndy Mrs. Btowa'a pro-
ceadings, Iie has but to defend Lord Byron;
and if in so doing to the best of his power,
and fortified by such proofs as he can eom-
mand, he damages others or diminishes
esleemed reputations, that is not his aflair.

The reviewer, however, is propared to
allow Mrs, Stowe “‘the full benefit of hey de-
Iusions so far as her general character for
verpoity (net peenracy) is concerned,” while
he wholly declines Lo give her the eredit she
olaims on account of disinterested molives
and elevated objects, Ie gqnotes Bacon's re-
mizk, that ‘‘there is mo magnilying gless
like n prejudicate opinion,” and proceads to
regard Mrs, Stowe ar one of - those persons
whose intellectual vision is so clouded with
prejudice that thoy see everything through a
distorting medium, Thus she was led to read
““The Dream.” and to insist that its heroine
was not Mary Chaworth, but Mra. Leigh; and
thus she mirinterpreted the solitary piece of
documentary evidence she conld appeal to
in confirmation of her story; the paper handed
to her by Lady Byron, containing a brief
memorandum of tho charge, *‘with the dates
affixed,” and which paper Mrs. Stowe took
with her to London to pernse and consider.
Hero we quote the reviewers own words:

YShe retarned I to Lady Byron; we have read i,
wnil we positively sssert that it contains not a sylls-
Nle from which any saue person without ’[I!'l'llll‘".-
chie’ opinlon could collect that Lady Byron ever
wiade the ehange in queation, or any charge Involy-
Ing crime at any tiowe, 1 sbmply confiring some ef
the preliminary and incidental detalls of the story,”

It is open to Mra. Stowe fo rejoin, how-
ever, that she read the memorandnm, as it
was intended Lo be read, by the light of Lady
Byron's spoken nurative,

The persons most ahout Lady Byron dur-
ing the woist period, the last two months, of
her cobabitation with her husband, were Mrs,
Leigh, Mis, Clermont, and Caplain {afterwards
Lord) Byron; and with M. Leigh and Cap-
tain Byron she took counsel touching her
every step until she quitted her husband's
house, and committed regularly her every
cause of complaint to them, fo Mnrs, Cler-
mont, and to another female friend. Her
{:rincipal confidant throughout was Mrs,

seigh, however, who kept her minntely in-
formed of the state of things in Piccadilly
after her departure, using at the same time
all her inflnence to prevent matters from
coming to extremity. ‘‘This explains,” says
the Quarterly, “‘why Lady Byron wrote in
snch passienate terms of gratitude and confi-
dence to Mrs, Leigh, and why the child was
christened Angusta Ada.” 'T'o the objection
that the letters published in. the Quarterly
were fragmentary, the reviewer replies, ‘‘four
of them are entire, and correspondence to fill
a moderate volume, all tending to the same
conclusion, has been preserved.” Further
letters are then given,

Lady Byren's confinement took place on
the 10th of December, 1515; and though
Lady Noel had been expected in town, it does
not sppear that she was present at the time,
and 1t is probable that Mrs. Clermont was
despatehed from Kirkby in her stead. The
new letters adduced are not all dated, but
wonld seem to have been writien belween
the th of November and the 10th of Decem-
ber. Mrs, Leigh is in all addressed by Lady
Byron in terms of extreme affection. 'There
i an execution in Piceadilly, and Byron's
state of excitement from this and other
causes appears intense, Lady Byron writes
to her sister-in-law: —

1t is mdmitted that early in 1816 a report of
a guilty conneotion between the brother and
sister had got into cireulation—as, indeed,
hail every variety of calumny that eonld be
anyhow grafted upon the case.

ing, “How was 1 to know that any of them
waro living P ten years having alupssd since
sho had Bad dny intercouwms with Fngland.
Yet in the “*True Story” Mra, Stowe had in-
dulged in this mandln bit of flattery:—'To
the children jeft by ber dsughtor Lady Byron
ministered with the faithfulness 6f o gnardisn
angel; and it 1s owing to bher influonea that
thore who yol remain are some of the best
and noblest of mankind."”

Mrs, Stowe's admission that before Lady
Byron's disclosure to her she had heard tho
same story from Mis, :'myqum:l to be
Mre, Jameson) is commented upon., Her
first statement induced a belief that until
Lady Byron spoke the subject was quite new
to her., Further, the reviewer lands Mra.
Stowe in a dilemma. Her comjectures are
contradictory. Bhe snbmits, firsst, that Lady
Byron might have made allownnoe for Mrs.
Loigh on the ground of her being a weak

woman under her brother's control—'‘a pre-
eions apology for such a erime!"  But if Mr.

Leigh was a weak woman, why did Ledy
Byron lenn npon and conflde in her, and beg
her to stay on with her brother? Secondly,
that Mrs. Leigh was a strong-minded woman,
and persunade Lady Byron that moatters had
not gone beyond insane attempts which she
had resisted, and that she alone could control
his insanity. ‘‘Dut,” says the Revieis, *‘after
what Lady Byron had seen and Lord Byron
bad justified, after the revelation had come
in & way that left no kind of donbt, snch an
appeal to erednlity by Mrs. Leigh \a_.-nulil be
preposterous, lesides, .l .ndv_ Byron's lettors
show that she did not think his sister capable
of econtrolling him."

Tn reply to Mre. Stowe’s suggestion that any
wife placed as she supposes Lady Byron to
bave been placed would have done as she did,
the reviewer observes: —

“We, In our turn, fearlessly sak any wife, exoop!
one of Mr. Hepworth Dixon's spiritusl wives:—
Lupposing sour husband and sister were Involyed
together in an Infamous crime, woulidl you loave them
together whon you separated feom your husband on
that ground 7 Wonld you write estreating her stay
with him? Would you have carried your lnfant
daoghter to the font to be christened after her?
Wouid you have gone on living with her In the
closest intimacy? Would you have expatiated on
her virtnes to your friends, and employed her s
yonr recognized mediuin of communivation with
her parsimour? ™

Finally, Mrs. Stowe's allegation that the
reference in Byron's letters to Moora (of
the 2d of IFebruary, 1218) of am illogiti-
mate child, born before Ada und Allegra,
wints to the “*child of sin,” is met by point-
ing ont the lines ““To my Son,” written in
1807, and a stanzain “*Don Juan” bearing
upon {he matter. There is no positiva proot
on either side; but is it fair for Mrs, Stowe to
ignore altogather the presnmplive cvidence
that some years before his nerriage Lord
Byron was the parent of a child, to whom
lis letter was ppplicable guite as much, at
any rate, as to the supposed ofispring of in-
cest?

“Bhe has caponized the sinner, inlending
to deify the saint,” says the reviewer, hidding
her farewell, The epigrma has its justice.
The Quaiterly has at loast fortified the de-
fense of Lord Byron, The ‘“Vindieation™
as onr readers learned by the assistance of
the book telegraphed to us as soon g8 it ap-
peared in Amerien— does little more than re-
iterate, with fresh perimony and inercased
vehemence, the charge agaiust the poet. BPe-
tween the aceusntion and the defense it is
probable that & certein gap will always exist,
This gap, however, has greatly narrowed in
thie course of the controversy, and the deci-
sion of public opinion eannot he doubted.
With something of the pulpit exciia-
tion and mingling of sanctimonionsness with
savageness that charaeterize her manner, Mrs,
Stowe now refers the question for adjudica-
tion at the day of dovin. She thon expects—
to speak collognially—that Lord Byron will
be properly “‘served out,” and seems to re-
joice in the prospect with something of old
Sir David Lindsey's nolion of the pleasure
that will be afforded to those in Heaven by
the spectacle of the sufferings of the
damned: —
